PROBLEM: 

1. To roeeemine tike coordination of research* both in- 
ternal and external, ctednetM by Government agendas having 
responeibility lor overt and covert foreign inforenatUm and pro* 
piganda activitiee. 

DISCUSSION: 

2. internal Roeoarcht The USA Snrvey attached thie 
aspect of the p reborn. fh* Survey report, having bam approved 
and concerrod in by those having an interoat in the eebject matter 
sheald, when implemented, provide the framework, procedures 
and prednct for effective coordination of internal Governmental 
intelligence research in sappert of foreign info rm a ti o n and pro- 
paganda operations* 

5. External Research: 

a. It weald seem to follow that external research in 
the intelligence field projected end contracted for by my of the 
agencies engaged in psychological warfare activitiee oaght to be 
rapptementary or complementary to internal research. It wecdd 
appear farther, by virtee of the c oncnrrence of the vsrims agencies 
In the "Statement of H eed ** as outlined in the USA Survey, that 
each external'' research would probably be of some value to all of 
the agencies involved. 
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b. Tbe Government should bo assured against (•) du- 
p lication by •sternal research of ongoing internal research; (b) 
duplication of external research projects by the various agencies; 
and (c) projects hastily conceived. Sech assurance ceeld he 
easily provided if the funds for external research were centrally 
located. This is not likely to happen seen even if It were agreed 
theoretically (and it is not) that aech central authority should be 
established. 


c. This problem wee explored in ItK by the so- 
called L semis Report to the Psychological Strategy Board. Mr. 
JLoemis initially saw as a solution the eetablishment of a central 
antherlty. Since this wae not practical, he recommended a co- 
ordinating mechanism to be located in the OCB (Aon PSB). This 
was net approved. In lien of a central coord inating device* the 
Control Intelligence Agency accepted a responsibility to insure 
the coordination of external research* insofar as nesslble* aa 
part ef the Director*# responsibility ISr the coordination of intel- 
ligence. 


d. Several actions lay the basis for* if they do not 
provide the totality of* coordination in the field of external re- 
search. These are* 


(K) Strengthening of the External Research Staff 



(2) Continuation of informal monthly discussions 
among external roaearch administrators of various agsnciee 
to sxchango information on what they are doing and what 
needs to be done; aad 

(3) Appointment by the Assistant Secretary of Do- 
fans# for Roaearch & Development of an Advisory Panel 
on Research hi Special Operations consisting of sot side 
specialists to provide gnldaace to ths Department sf De- 
fense. UStA, CIA, State, FOA and OCB are represented 
on the Panel by aaaociato members.
